"Unfortunately,  atomic  energy  is  not  so  easily 
u.sed  in  small  units.  However,  problems  will  be  over- 
come and  we  will  he  thinking  of  locomotives  powerrd 
by  atomic  energy. 

"Certainly  if  it  can  be  used  In  a submarine  one 
would  think  that  the  difficulties  would  not  be  too 
great  for  a .steam  locomotive. 

"According  to  present  thinking,  atomic  pow'er  Ik 
converted  Into  mechanical  power  through  the  medium 
of  steam.  I know  of  no  other  method  of  conversion 
unless  somebody  finds  a way  of  using  hot  ga.ses. 

"I  would  say  that  if  atomic  energy  is  used  for 
locomotives  It  should  be  possible  to  preserve  the  steam 
whistle.”

IT  would  bp  a world  much  more  in  human 
accord  with  the  spirit  of  F>eter  if  every 
International  meetinc  between  heads  of 
state  were  opened  with  a cordial  toest  to 
"health,  happiness  and  friendship  among 
us."  Two  presidents  and  Canada's  hrst 
minister  of  the  Crown  found  no  difficulty 
In  pledging  that  toast  at  President  Eisen- 
hower’s While  Sulphur  Springs  party.  Al- 
most to  a man.  the  three  nations  they  rep- 
resented could  have  said  as  much  and 
meant  It  as  sim’crely.  Wrongly  i*epresented 
as  a meeting  of  "powers.”  this  was  a meet- 
ing rather  of  friends;  without  threat  to  the 
world  or  ill  will  towards  any  nation  or 
group  in  it. 

It  is  tnje  that  the  President  of  the 
Ignited  States,  the  President  of  Mexico  and 
the  Prime  Minister  of  Canada  went  on  into 
a general  discu.ssion  of  other  matters,  some 
involving  world  affairs;  hut  they  did  so 
with  some  confidence  In  themselves  and 
the  nations  they  represent,  and  without 
suspicion  or  fear.  If  all  IntemafioBal  par- 
leys could  he  conducted  under  like  assur- 
ing auspices  this  world  might  Indeed  be 


well  on  the  road  towards  health;  to  say 
nothing  of  happiness,  which  is  a good  deal 
to  expect  in  human  relationships  any- 
where. 

Bark  of  the  civil  word.s.  however.  Can- 
ada, the  United  States  and  Mexico  have 
something  to  produce  for  the  world’s  in- 
spection. Thev  were  placed  in  clo.se  con- 
tiguity by  nature  and  could  have  fought, 
bickered  and  scolded  with  one  another 
through  the  year^.  Long  ago  they  learned 
not  to  do  so.  Their  comparatively  happy 
position  today  is  one  result.  Their  real  dif- 
ferences they  argue  out  around  interna- 
tional hoard.s  compased  of  experts  on  any 
stated  question.  Their  dLsagreemenIs.  and 
the.«e  have  hern  few'  on  a major  plane  in 
the  la«t  hundred  years,  generally  go  to  the 
courts  for  an  unbiased  settlement.  TTieir 
e.xrhanges,  apart  from  daily  commerce, 
are  in  such  aigas  as  touring  families,  rov- 
ing theatricnl  productions,  travelling  art 
collectioas  and  other  evidences  of  the  en- 
tertainment as  well  as  the  mere  chores  of 
living.  They  have  not  tried  to  grow  into 
one.  and  likely  they  nev'er  will.

Nevertheless,  a truce  was  negotiated  once 
under  the  moral  pressure  of  the  United 
Nations,  and  hope  that  it  can  he  made  to  stick 
is  not  entirely  dead.
